O'Donnell renewed his questioning 
of a brawny bricklayer today as he 
sought to clear up discrepancies in 
the man's story of beheading and 
cutting to pieces the body of Mrs. 
Florence Polillo, one of 12 victims 
in Cleveland's bizarre torso slayings 
that have baffled authorities four 
years, 


O'Donnell said Prank Dolezal, 52 


the suspect, had signed a confession 
to the Polillo slaying. 


"There are some discrepancies be- 


tween what Doleral says he did and 
what are the known facta in the 
Polillo case," O'Donnell said. "We 
want to get a confession that will 
hold up in court before we place 
any "charges against him. However, 
I have no doubt he is the man." 


O'Donnell said Dolezal admitted 


hacking to pieces the body of Mrs. 
Polillo, the No. 3 torso victim, and 
tossing the head, lower legs and 
left arm into Lake' Erie in January, 


19S8. 


Other Cases Walt 


The sheriff indicated he- would 


make no definite attempt to link 
the suspect "to "the * other 11 ~ torso 
slayings until he had cleared up-the 
Polillo case. 
He said, however: "I really think 


he's in on some of the other torso 
murders. We think he is involved in 
at least two more—Mrs. Rose Wal- 
lace. 40, (a Negro) and Edward W. 
Andrassy, 28. He knew them both." 


Meanwhile, Coroner Samuel R, 


Gerber planned to recheck all data 
in his files concerning the dissec- 
tion of the bodies, presence of knife 
marks on joints and other labora- 
tory information. 


"Our records show some slight 


differences in the manner in which 
Mrs. Polillo's body was dismember- 
ed »and the manner in which the 
others were," Dr. Gerber said, "but 
I still feel that the murderer of Mrs. 
Polillo is responsible for all the 
crimes." 


O'Donnell quoted Dolezal as say- 


ing he killed Mrs. Polillo after a 
butcher-knife 
fight over money. 


He gave this version of the man's 
story: 


"She picked up a butcher knife 


and swung at me. I took the knife 
away. I punched her with my fist.

Lytie said that he has received 


more than 600 letters from constit- 
uents endorsing the proposal since 
he first made it early in the ses- 
sion, and only three protests. That 
shows, he feels, the public's atti- 
tude on the question.

QUESTIONS FOE BIG BOTS TOO 
Cartoonist Thomas has a little German 


boy asking his astonished father: 


"Papa, if the democracies are so stu- 


pid and wrong and helpless, how did 
they get all the land and gold and 
Jood end people they have?" 
The question was too deep for the 


father but it actually involves factors and 
considerations that have a tremendous 
effect upon peace. 


Britain did not build her empire as a 


democracy. She constructed it long be- 
fore suffrage was general within 
her 


shores. 


France has extended her lines \vhile 


democracy ruled at Paris but the seed for 
many of her possessions was planted un- 
der the monarchy, nor did the Republic 
turn svray from the fruit because it had 
its root in larceny. 


America is the great exception in this 


respect, as la so many others. It has 
seemed to prosper just as it turned its 
back upon the rigid rules that others have 
supported. Its position has been peculiar 
in that through the generations it has 
Invariably received the support of all 
these elements discontented elsewhere or 
"who -were being driven" forth 
by 
the 


clipped commands of the autocrats.

gresi empires are striving desperately to 
liold -whatever they nave, however they

But the question of the little German 


boy -who. was struck by the wealth and 
safe standing- of those Hitler may describe 
as enemies should serve to remind us that 
such democracies as France and America 
cave not only done pretty well in the 
.world -without the rigid hand of autocracy 
but that the lands that are inclined to 
accept dictatorships have, when judged 
by the centuries, fared pretty poorly. 


But now it is time for the child in the 


democracy to ask his father a question, 
perhaps something like this: 


"Shall the German or Italian child 


be put to the necessity of warfare to 
secure enough ground to grow his 
needs simply because his fathers were 
defeated at other efforts to eslend 
their borders?" 
And the unique thing about the pres- 


ent setup in the -world, as the hungry 
dictatorships glower at the more pros- 
perous democracies, is that men who call 
themselves liberals and who favor strip- 
ping their own well-to-do in order to 
feed, clothe and house others, generally 
oppose giving up a square foot of their 
national dominions nor even surrender- 
ing the lesser lands they purloined from 
their opponents when they had them 
down. 


Nationalism is thus an extremely im- 


portant factor in all world affairs. And 
though it be wrongful for a man with 
millions to resent trespass upon his acres 
it still is rightful for one nation to carry 
the same principle of avarice through to 
the bitter end. 


And what is that end but war?

FIXING THE GOLD IN THE DOLLAR 


Five years ago congress gave the Pres- 


ident authority to devalue the dollar to 
50 per cent of its then value by limit- 
ing the number of grains of gold that go 
into it. 


Mr. Roosevelt cut the value to ap- 


proximately 59 per cent at which point it 
has rested ever since. 


But he has protested against congress 


taking away from him the authority to 
cut it to 50 cents. He says this will re- 
turn the control of our money to Wall 
Street and other elusive

He 
must have meant that it would give Wall 
street speculators a chance to watch the 
exchange centers and buy or sell ex- 
change as they guessed the future of the 
market because so far as the authority 
over the dollar is concerned, taking it 
away from the President merely returns 
it to congress which, under the constitu- 
tion, is authorized to act in its control 
any time it pleases. But Mr. Roosevelt 
touched upon another matter that may be 
of some significance.

Ev- 
ery so often we need a prolonged house- 
cleaning but only when the public indi- 
cates that it has become thoroughly sat- 
urated with the loss occasioned by loose 
going methods or, perhaps, no methods at 
all. 


Not only will the 460 remaining tele- 


phones serve the university fully and ef- 
ficiently for aU purposes but it is a safe 
bet that no coed loses a date because of 
those removed. 


That telephone company seems to be a 


pretty good salesman. 


WHEN TAXES ARE DIRECT 


As soon as the people of New York 


state were informed that an extra 2-cent 
tax was levied upon cigarets they started 
buying with such a rush they nearly 
cleaned the shelves. 


The New York papers had pictures of 


cigaret buyers in great crowds congre- 
gating wherever there was sufficient help 
to supply their needs. 
One department 


store said it took care of an average of 
500 such customers an hour. 


In other words tens, and perhaps 


hundreds, of thousands of people were 
willing to go out of their way and even 
stand in line to save 2 cents on a pack- 
age of cigarets by providing themselves 
with a sufficient store for the future that 
perhaps each customer saved S2 or so. 


What could indicate better the great 


advantage of a general sales tax than the 
interest people take when they know 
the cost of government exacted of them 
on a specific article? 


Of course there was no chance when 


the indirect levies were laid upon the peo- 
ple for them to hie themselvs to a de- 
partment store and protect themselves for 
at least a time. 


You would think these people who take 


all these indirect taxes virtually 
lying 


down had forgotten all about the taxes 
they pay on franchises, telephone mes- 
sages, cooking gas, electricity, business 
turnover, wage envelopes, payrolls, food, 
clothing, gasoline and amusements. 


It is a matter 
of fair 
speculation 


whether those who :.re so aroused to 
save themselves a few pennies or a few 
dollars by going out of their way to buy 
cigarets could be aroused to register for 
voting and go out of their way on elec- 
tion day in order to save themselves 20 
times or 50 times whst the cigaret pur- 
chasers in New York v;ere trying to save. 


It seems so pitiful to save on these 


cigarels and so stupid to waste on a whole- 
sale scale as do these very people by se- 
lecting for office those who persist in 
employing devious laws to trim the tax- 
payer of his money when he isn't con-

No longer will a carpenter be able 
to earn his monthly allowance in a 
half-dozen days of work at $11 to 
$14 a day while the common labor- 
er toils throughout the month for 
the same money. 


Under the present act, every type 


of worker will work 130 hours a 
month, regardless of whether he is 
a shovel hand or plasterer. For that 
amount of work, each will be paid 
the same money — a country average 
of about $6L 


Certain exceptions are written 
into the bill. For instance, in parts 
of the country with lower living 
costs, the rate of pay will be lower. 


Further, a single man with no de- 
pendents will be allowed less per 
month, and will work correspond- 
ingly fewer than 130 hours to earn 
it. 


A Pain In The Neck 


The disparity of wages between 


skilled and unskilled -workers has 
been a pain in the neck to the WPA 
administration ever since the idea 
of paying the "prevailing wage" to 
WPA workers was invented more 
than two years ago. 


The original purpose was to pre- 


vent WPA wage scales from under- 
mining the wage scale of labor in 
private industry. 


Since a man working on WPA is 


allowed to earn only a certain ^um 
each month, his rate of pay might 
be higher enough to permit him to 
earn it in eight or nine days. 
He 


was free all the rest of the month. 


Colonel Harrington, WPA admin- } 


istrator, told Congressional commit- 
tees that a man with such free time 
would offer to work in private in- 
dustry bt cut -wage rates, and thus 
tend to break down the very wage 
scales the old terms were supposed 
to protect. 


He called it chiseling because it 


hurt wage scales and because it 
tended to keep men on relief who, 
if harder pressed, might have gotten 
out into private employment.

If you do bleach your hair, trv to

Con- 
tinued bleaching will ruin the good 
looks of any head after a few 
years, so that if you are absolutely 
determined to bleach (which I do 
not approve of!) you must be care-

blooms would be large and the 
next year smaller or, no blooms 
would mature if an early frost 
overtook them. Shelters were de- 
vised. These were placed over the 
plants on nights when frost was ex- 
pected. Shelters 
which kept off 


frost kept the plants alive until 
blooms could mature. 


Horticulturists have learned to 


mature the plants early so as to 
beat cold weather. Any gardener 
can duplicate the accomplishments 
of the expert. The whole trick con- 
sists of shading the chrysanthe- 


mum plants with black cloth, start- 
ing about the first week in July. 
If rough framework is 
erected 


around the plants and this is cov- 
ered each day, about four o'clock 
in the afternoon, the plants will 
be deprived of light, their nights 
will be lengthened and blossoms 
will form rapidly. The cloth should 
be rolled back so as to admit light 
some time after eight in the morn- 
ing. 


Continue this process until the 


flowers are showing color, when 
the full benefits of light will in- 
tensify the coloring. Shading, as 
recommended, will cause the pro- 
duction of chrysanthemum flowers 
by September 1 on varieties which, 
would not bloom normally until 
after the first of October.

Going in- 
side the tent, I spent perhaps half 
an hour talking with him. Some- 
thing had happened to one of his 
legs, and he had become crippled. 


"Haven't you a pair of crutches?" 
I asked. 


"No." he replied. 
Walking back home that day. I 


kept thinking of the crippled In- 
dian. 
How sad to think of his 


having no crutches! 


I had no idea how much crutches 


would cost but felt sure a store 
would charge more for them than 
all the money I had saved, which 
was perhaps a dollar and a half. 
I am not sure whether or not I 


used my savings to do it, but some- 
how I coaxed a carpenter contrac- 
tor to build a pair of crutches for 
the Indian. They turned out very 
well, and I was a happy boy when 
I went to the camp next time and 
gave them to him.
